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A Cultural College 


If Juniata has seemed to place an emphasis upon 
values that are practical and vocational, it has never 
been with any intention of discrediting the cultural 
phases of education. The very first catalogue of the 
College outlined a Collegiate Course in addition to 
the Normal English Course. The first college degree 
granted was the Bachelor of Arts, and for twenty- 
three years this was the only college degree that was 
granted. Even with the growing demand for special 
curricula the number of students now receiving the 
arts degree and the science degree is about equal. 

Our vocational preparation has been given in a 
cultural environment and by teachers who themselves 
recognize the significance of cultural values. To the 
students there have been made available additional 
courses and extra-curricular opportunities which tend 
to enrich their program and their ultimate educational 
resources. This is even more definitely provided for 
them in the plans for the new curriculum. 


For many years the College has offered to compe-. 


tent students in any curriculum the opportunity to 
join the a cappella choir under Professor Rowland, or 
the symphony orchestra developed by Professor Gil- 
bert and carried forward now by Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones. It is worthy of note in this connection that 
Dr. Norman J. Brumbaugh gave much personal 
support to the initiation of the orchestra. Other 
members of the faculty have also lent their efforts to 
the development of music and the more definitely 
cultural phases of our college life. 
of our French department has in alternate years been 
offering a course in the history of art, which sometimes 
has met in the evenings in order that it may be 
available to a larger group.

An effort has been put forth also to transform the 
lyceum course into a series of cultural opportunities 
in the offerings of an artist series. In February of this 
year we were able to bring to the campus for two days 
Bruce Simonds of Yale. He gave us not only an 
evening performance of unusual character but two 
lectures illustrating certain phases of music; as well 
as an informal recital and a limited amount of indivi- 
dual auditions. The presence of Doctor Simonds on the 
campus was a much appreciated contribution toward 
the creation of the fine atmosphere which we covet for 
the College. More recently the Altoona Civic Sym- 
phony Orchestra was here with Jacques Abram, 
pianist, as guest performer. 

It has long been the custom of the seniors to give 
a Shakespeare play on Class Day, so that the recent 
performance of Twelfth Night by the Hedgerow 
Players was an event that brought college interest 
in the dramatist to a focus. Under Doctor Binkley’s 
direction of performance and stage setting the semes- 
ter plays of the Masquers have also attained an unusual 
degree of excellence. 

An art exhibit was arranged in the library by Miss 
Evans and Miss Harbaugh in December, and Miss 
Evans gave an interesting description of the more 
important pictures of the fine loan collection which 
was assembled not only from New York but from 
some of the homes of interested faculty and friends in 
Huntingdon. We have also had on exhibition fine 
book collections from time to time, and the Library 
has of course been an increasing factor in cultural 
growth on College Hill. 

On the architectural side we do not have much of 
which to boast, yet not all our buildings are devoid of 
artistic interest. The Library and the Stone Church 
were designed by Edward L. Tilton, a noted New York 
architect, and the Cloister represents a form of 
Pennsylvania German Colonial architecture for which 
G. Edwin Brumbaugh is responsible. 

It will now be evident to our friends why we have 
had such an earnest desire for the promised music 
building and why we have appealed to them to make 
possible at least the much-needed auditorium. This 
we hope will not only furnish a suitable environment 
for artistic performances, but present an additional 
element of beauty in the campus setting. 

To the extent that we can culture souls who love 
the true, the beautiful, and the good, we shall attain 
unto an ideal never absent from College Hill since the 
days when the great soul of David Emmert gave up 
his life dream of art to bring more of beauty into the 
lives of young people in the “‘little school”’ on College 
Hill. | 
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What Has Happened to the Curriculum? 


New Program Designed to Integrate Work of College; Studies of 
Freshman Year to Provide Cultural Backgroun

No one, I suppose, expects a college to clean house 
fall and spring like a good housewife. And no matter 
how good a housekeeper you may be, when you have 
lived in one place for close to twenty years, you find 
when you come to move that in odd corners, attic and 
cellar, you have collected a number of things which 
you had forgotten all about. 


It seems to have been something like that with our 
curriculum at Juniata. About 1919, as history relates, 
the curriculum was dusted off and rearranged. Since 
then we have been growing—growing well and wisely, 
as our graduates year after year can testify. But 
twenty years is a long time to grow without stopping 
to take one’s measure, and at the beginning of this 
present year President Ellis appointed a small com- 
mittee to continue the work which for the past three 
or four years had concerned a much larger Curriculum 
Committee. The President wanted a survey, an eval- 
uation, and perhaps—if it was needed—a realignment 
of the elements which contributed to our success... The 
past five years of financial stringency were safely over, 


and.the College could push out into a promising future. 


The committee, headed by Dr. Calvert N. Ellis of 
the philosophy department, included Dr. Homer C. 
Will from biology and the writer of this article. For 
three months we had a fascinating and arduous job, 
going through the past and examining the present. 
We made the survey. We found a great many causes 
for pride in the achievement of Juniata through her 
curriculum. But we also began to hope that by a 
reordering of effort, by a new shaping of objectives, 
the College could meet even more effectively the con- 
stantly changing needs of its students. 


Our growing enrollment has made increasing de- 
mands upon the College. The desire of students to 
enter a wider and wider variety of careers led to our 
adding as years went on several specialized curricula— 
one in chemistry, one in commerce and finance, and so 
on. But the widening of the vocational horizon has 
continued beyond the range of our specialized curri- 
cula: there is a limit to the decentralization possible in 
a small college. The way out of this dilemma is 
fortunately not hard to find. In the first place, in 
order to emphasize the expanding value of Juniata to 
hundreds who attend each year, the College pro- 
poses to outline a series of undergraduate programs 
leading to upwards of twenty careers. In the other 
direction, the administration of the college is being 
centralized by dropping the “specialized curricula” as 


such. The departments which have developed those’ 


curricula will continue the same excellent courses and 
instruction in all of the special fields; the College will, 
however, return to the policy of giving just two 
degrees: bachelor of arts and bachelor of science.

_ Another change which will be widely approved, we 
believe, is a reduction in the number of “required” 
courses, thus permitting greater flexibility in order to 
meet the educational needs of each student. The first. 
year is pretty well set for all students. This is par- 
ticularly true in the first semester when every fresh- 
man begins a well-planned integration in the whole — 
area of higher studies. A new introductory course in 
the mind and the psychology of learning, and three 
courses designed to provide an integration in the three 
new ‘‘Divisions of Study” will take most of the time 
during the first semester. The integration courses in 
particular are a most promising innovation. They in- 
elude one in the fine. arts and literature, one in the 
nature of civilization, and one in the nature of science 
and the scientific mind. They are designed not merely 
to give each student a whole view of a field of knowl-- 
edge which he may later wish to study more in detail, 
but to encourage a sympathetic interest in types of 
study which, though they do not especially appeal to 
him, may be of vital interest to his fellow students. 
We have high hopes that the interest and enthusiasm 
rising from these new courses will mean much to the 
tone of the campus. 


Another departure from tradition is the attitude 
which we propose to take towards the study of English 
composition and foreign languages. Competence in 
these studies, I think all will agree, is the main thing— 
not how many “hours’”’ or how many courses we have 
had. - We expect young men and women in college to 
take a natural and decent pride in expressing their 
ideas easily and correctly. The College will help 
them as much as necessary to meet a reasonable 
standard, and after they reach it they are free of any 
formal requirement. The course in freshman compos!i- 
tion, with its classes, and recitations, and themes is to 
pass into limbo; and in its place instruction and guid- 
ance by members of the English department will aid 
students to improve their powers of expression. In 
foreign languages classes will be continued as before, 
but as soon as any student can demonstrate his ability 
to read with a standard facility, the College considers 
the minimum requirement fulfilled. 


There are many other matters which the new 
catalog reveals: The catalog itself is entirely new, in 
print, cover, form, and content. 
been made to have it reflect the elements of both 
tradition and change which have been so carefully 
planned during the last few months. For the first 
time in years, perhaps, the inspection of the catalog of 
his alma mater should be an event of keen interest to 
every Juniata alumnus. Juniata has been houseclean- 
ing and remodelling. You will be pleased with the 
improvements.

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Seventy Students Are 
Candidates For Degrees 
At Annual Exercises 


The Honorable John W. Kephart, Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, will give the 
commencement address on Monday morning, June 6, 
when seventy students will be graduated with their 
bachelor’s degree. 

Justice Kephart is a native of Cambria County and 
still maintains his residence at its county seat, Ebens- 
burg. After being graduated from Allegheny College 
and Dickinson Law School, he was admitted to the 
Pennsylvania Bar in 1894 and practiced his profession 
at Ebensburg. Elected to the Superior Court in 1914, 
Justice Kephart was elevated to the Supreme Court in 
1919, becoming chief justice on January 6, 1936. 

After his commencement address, he will receive 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws, an honor 
which has already been conferred on him by Allegheny 
and Dickinson. | 

The commencement exercises will be the culmina- 
tion of activities which will begin with a concert by the 
Juniata College Orchestral Society on Friday evening, 
June 3, under the direction of Mr. S. Turner Jones.

Dr. van Ormer Honored

Dr. A. B. Bunn van Ormer, professor 
of philosophy and education for more 
than twenty years, was made emeritus 
professor at the beginning of the second 
semester. Dr. van Ormer continues to 
meet the seminar in philosophy, but his 
class in Old Testament history is being 
taught by Rev. Cloyd W. Fields, pastor 
of the First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Huntingdon. 

Dr. van Ormer’s long career as a teacher began in 
a one-room public school in Bedford County. Later 
he went to New York City as a grammar school 
teacher. While there he studied at New York Uni- 
versity and obtained the degree Doctor of Pedogogy, 
one of the first persons thus to be honored with that 
degree. Both Gettysburg College, his alma mater, 
and Susquehanna University have conferred upon him 
the honorary degree Doctor of Divinity. 

For many years Dr. van Ormer has been a Luther- 
an clergyman. At present he is pastor of the Markles- 
burg-Saxton charge of that denomination. 


Examination Winners Announced 


One hundred and eighty high school seniors from 
five states, forty more than last year and twenty more 
than ever before, were guests of Juniata on Saturday, 
April 23, for the annual competitive examination, on 
the basis of which eight scholarships have been award- 
ed. In addition to these who were guests on the 
campus, twenty others took the examination in the 
senior high school at Camden, N. J. That there was 
such a splendid response is in large part due to the 
loyal efforts of many Juniata alumni in arousing 
interest in the examination and in bringing many of 
the students to Huntingdon for it. 

The committee has made the following awards: 
two hundred dollars for each of four years to resident 
students—Lebanon Leiter, Waynesboro; Mary Kath- 
ryn, Collingswood, N. J.; and Jean E. Good, Youngs- 
town, Ohio; one hundred and fifty dollars for each 
of four years to prospective resident students—Ruth 
E. Shaver, Altoona; Charles Haines, Madera; and 
Erma Alberta Shaffer, Philadelphia; one hundred 
dollars for each of four years to prospective day stu- 
dents—Jack A. Ayres, Huntingdon, and Louise Russel, 
Tyrone. 


NYA Aid Helps 
Sixty-Nine This Year 


Sixty-nine students are receiving financial aid for 
their education at Juniata this year through the Nat- 
ional Youth Administration, which has allotted Jun- 
iata $4,860 for use in aiding needy students. The 
recipients perform services which the College could 
otherwise not afford in return for work paid for at 
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hourly rates ranging from 25c to 40c. 

Except for this aid the College would 
probably have sixty-nine fewer students 
this year and lack the service it has now 
received. Each applicant had to submit 
a budget showing a deficit which would 
have prevented him from going to college. 

Juniata’s portion is part of an allot- 
ment of $658,215 this year to 4,906 stu- 
dents in 88 colleges and universities of 
Pennsylvania.
